“The two main landing wheels caught the 
top of a wave as the plane sagged. (There 
was) the most terrifying noise I ever heard. 

“It was as if some great hand had reached 
down through the storm, seized the plane and 
cruched it in a closing fist. 

“Then nothing. Nothing but peace. A 
strange, peaceful feeling. There wasn’t any 
pain. A great, restful quiet surrounded me. 

“Then I must have swallowed some water, 
or the initial shock was wearing off, for I 
realized vaguely but inescapably that I was 
sitting in my pilot’s seat on the sand, under 
water. 

“I was in about ten or fifteen feet of wa- 
ter, I sensed remotely. I remember thinking: 
I’m dead. Then: No, I’m just hurt. Hurt bad. 
I couldn’t move, but there was no feeling of 
being trapped, or of fighting for air.’* 


When I first read those words fourteen years ago, 
they terrified me. They still do. I have never been 
able to forget this hapless pilot’s experience because 
it has such a stern warning for us today. 

Now picture the situation. A wounded man sits 
strapped to his seat submerged in water. He should be 
disturbed, frantic, fighting for his life. But, instead, 
he feels only peace and contentment. 

Suddenly he became aware that his peaceful feeling 
was the worst thing that could possibly happen to 
him. It would mean his death. He should be agitated; 
he needed to be scared; he had to be stirred if he 
wanted to live. By the human instinct to survive, he 
roused himself, tore out of the plane seat, struggled to 
the surface and swam to the shore. Peace would have 
killed him, but agitation saved him. 

It ended well with the pilot, but what about us? 
We do not need to feel peaceful and complacent when 
our spiritual lives are in jeopardy. There are times and 
situations and circumstances that should disturb 
us and prod us. An at-ease feeling is not always good. 


Editor’s 
Message 





It is commonly understood that when a man freezes 
to death he passes the point when he feels pain and 
cold. As he draws nearer to death he becomes drowsy 
and has the sensation of warmth; he begins to feel 
such comfort and lethargy that he is in danger of 
falling asleep. Once he does so, he dies. His knowledge 
and his instinct must compel him to keep astir 
and to resist the rosy feeling if he is to survive. 

That sturdy old preacher Amos, who did so much to 
agitate and prod Israel from her lethargy, said that a 
woe is pronounced on “them that are at ease in Zion” 
(Amos 6:1). Just as it was in that day, Satan would 
lull us into spiritual stupor today. I know the parallel 
is not perfect, but our danger is greater. As Paul said, 
“And that, knowing the time, that now it is high 
time to awake out of sleep: for now is our salvation 
nearer than when we believed” (Romans 13:11). 

Many today are in a state of spiritual calm, but it 
is the peace that comes with drowsiness and not the 
peace that comes with faith. There are many things 
that should agitate and alarm you, and if they do not, 
you are in danger of sleeping the sleep of death. 

Please consider these points. 

We should be as mindful as David was when he 
prayed: “Consider and hear me, O Lord my God: 
lighten mine eyes, lest I sleep the sleep of death” 
(Psalm 13:3). 

You are falling asleep if the thought of eternal hell 
no longer fills your heart with pity and compassion 
and prayer for the lost. 

You are falling asleep if you no longer feel a passion 
to win souls to Christ. 

You are falling asleep if you no longer despise evil, 
but have come to wink at it or ignore it. 

You are falling asleep if your heart no longer hun- 
gers to be fed by the Word of God. 

You are falling asleep if you no longer feel the thrill 
of Christian fellowship, or have learned to have fel- 
lowship with unrighteousness. 

You are falling asleep if your prayer life is no longer 
prominent, vital and effectual. 

You are falling asleep if you are no longer tender 
in heart and sensitive in conscience.

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cry of deliverance ring out to the youth of 

our time. How our hearts burn with this great 
message of salvation, this golden opportunity to serve 
God, to reach out with the Word of God and bring 
forth the harvest. John the Baptist came forth from 
the wilderness crying, “Repent ye: for the kingdom of 
heaven is at hand.” Jonah went into Nineveh bring- 
ing the message of deliverance; Peter, Paul, and many 
others down through the years have brought the 
message of deliverance to countless thousands, but we 
have not finished the job. 

We see many young people each day bound by the 
sins of this world, lured by the promise of pleasure, by 
the promise of being one of the crowd. Every day you 
can pick up a newspaper and read of some young per- 
son who has been arrested for some crime, or of a 
young person who has been killed because of his 
drunken driving. Just a few days ago in a nearby 
town the chief of police had to arrest eighteen. young 
people for drinking. A few days before that, a rip- 
roaring party had been broken up because of the 
complaints of neighbors. When the police arrived they 
discovered a group of young people under the in- 
fluence of alcohol. Young people are becoming dope 
addicts and losing all respect for the laws of God and 
man, as they break these laws to obtain the terrible 
commodity that has control of their bodies. How 
horrible it is to look upon young persons who are in 
the clutches of the demon of dope or drink! They are 
not able to control the body, the voice or even worse, 
the mind. 

Young people, hear me today. God’s Word declares 
in Ecclesiastes 12:14, “For God shall bring every work 
into judgment, with every secret thing, whether it be 
good, or whether it be evil.’”” Remember this Scripture 
as you enter each day, know that the all-seeing eye of 
God is upon you. It is a known fact that young people 
must meet many types of persons during their school 
days; consequently, many opportunities arise to live 
for the devil or to “let your light so shine before men, 
that they may see your good works, and glorify your 
Father which is in heaven” (Matthew 5:16). 

So many of our young people of today think that 
they may enjoy the things of the world and continue 
to attend church and be all right with God. Oh! how 
the devil likes for them tu feel this way; how he sits 
back and laughs with glee and fiendish delight when 
he sees young people so blinded!

not the unclean thing; and I will receive you” 2 Corin- 
thians 6:17. God wants a people who will serve Him 
completely, not with lips only but with the whole 
heart, in word and in deed. Consequently, we cannot 
partake of the pleasures of the world and conform to 
the desires of God. He said, “Touch not the unclean 
thing,” and when God says something, I believe He 
means just exactly what He says. Many persons feel 
that it is all right to take a little sociable drink, to 
have a little friendly poker game, a nice sociable 
dance, or maybe just a little movie party for the 
children. 

Don’t you know that a little sociable drink may 
lead to another and finally lead to degradation and 
ruin? Many persons on the Bowery in New York 
started out at their own homes when quite young, 
indulging in the accepted practice of sociable drinking. 
The so-called teen-age dances of today lead our young 
people into sin. You might say that’s a lot of rubbish; 
but notice the contents of a national magazine of a 
few months ago and see the results of some of the 
things that I have just mentioned. 

This article stated that one home for unwed mothers 
in the United States placed 10,000 babies. Multiply 
this by the many such homes in the United States, 
and you can see the results of teen-age dancing, social 
drinking, movie parties, and various other types of 
social functions that the devil is using to deceive the 
youth and the older people as well. 

Many times I have heard from a mother or a father, 
“Oh, my boy wouldn’t do anything like that; he knows 
how to act; he is a good boy.” Yes, he knows how to 
act, but in the presence of the worldly boys and girls 
that he meets during his movie parties and dances, his 
actions might change completely. Goaded on by the 
cries of the crowd or by the demon of drink or dope 
and by the desire to be a conquering hero to the boys, 
he foolishly continues until he winds up feeling foolish 
and ashamed of his actions, sometimes going so far 
that the life of a young girl is ruined. 


Listen to me, Christian friend, this type of thing 
may be avoided if we will get a vision before us and a 
burden upon our hearts. God said in His Word, “‘Go ye 
into all the world and preach the gospel to every 
creature.” I firmly believe that we are required to take 
this gospel to the young people of our time. They can 
be reached by the Word of God. God loves their souls 
and wants them as His servants. 

Many times in the Bible we find where young people 
are used of God. They are filled with energy and 
strength and may be used as David was used when he 
fought the giant Goliath. Go forth, Christians, win 
them to the Lord; tell them the glad tidings of the 
saving power of the Son of God. Look upon the youth 
of America and the great potential in the service of 
God. 

How can we neglect this great work of God? How 
can we go on from day to day crying, “God, make me 
a soul-winner,” and daily let young people go mer- 
rily on their way to destruction? Can’t you feel the 
great responsibility that rests upon our shoulders? 
Can’t you hear the cry of the multitudes as Paul 


heard the Macedonian cry? The youth of America 
are crying out to us, “We need you; we are doomed 
unless you point us to the Lord.” Listen to that cry, 
Christians; listen to the pleading hearts as they go 
relentlessly on their way to destruction.

ment was made! October, 1957, was chosen as 

the month in which to give special emphasis to 
branch Sunday School promotion. In sufficient time 
before October, state overseers and state Sunday 
School and youth directors, as well as pastors, were 
notified of this endeavor and their help solicited. 
Their response, as evidenced by the results, was not 
disappointing. Challenged by the Holy Spirit and con- 
scious of the need to start new works in unchurched 
areas, church leaders in the various states began the 
search for prospective locations where Sunday Schools 
could be started during the month:of special branch 
Sunday School emphasis. Sincere searchings will not 
be futile because there are literally hundreds of areas 
where there is no Church of God. Where there is a 
real, sincere desire to start a branch Sunday School, a 
location can nearly always be found. When the chal- 
lenge for workers is effectively presented, workers 
from the parent church will willingly and even eagerly 
respond. 

Since this was the first time a particular month 
had been selected in which to promote the starting 
of branch Sunday Schools, no one knew just what the 
response would be. Certainly everyone must agree, 
however, that the report is most gratifying. It proves 
very definitely that concentrated effort can result in 
the starting of a great number of new Sunday Schools! 
If 70 Sunday Schools can be started in one month, 
think what great results could be accomplished if 
concentrated effort were put forth to start branch 
Sunday Schools every month of the year. 

The National Sunday School and Youth Depart- 
ment wishes to acknowledge with deep appreciation 
the state overseers, the state Sunday School and youth 
directors, ‘Pioneers for Christ,” pastors, and laity of 
the following states which were successful in start- 
ing new Sunday Schools during the month of October: 
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While the month of October—a special month of 
emphasis—brought an outstanding response in the 
starting of new Sunday Schools, may our enthusiasm 
not subside, but may the results of this one month’s 
efforts ‘serve as a real challenge to promote the 
starting of new Sunday Schools every month of the 
year. 

While the starting of 70 Sunday Schools in one 
month is certainly commendable, the surface has only 
been scratched. There are still hundreds of cities and 
communities throughout the United States and Can- 
ada where a Church of God is needed. 

May the vision for branch Sunday Schools, may the 
burden for branch Sunday Schools, and may the 
searching for branch Sunday School locations not 
cease with the month of October, but may every 
month be a great branch Sunday School month in 
the Church of God. It can be! 








Whats Wrong With 
the CHILDREN? 


EDGAR HOOVER IS acclaimed as one of the 

great public servants of our time. As Director of 

the FBI (Federal Bureau of Investigation) he 
has made it an organization that is revered by many, 
hated by a few, and respected by all. 

His work as “Head G-man” puts him in a position to 
survey the whole national scene and to diagnose 
America’s moral health. His diagnosis is not good. He 
sees a situation that is constantly deteriorating. He 
sees the crime rate growing every year despite effec- 
tive law enforcement. 


POINTS TO STARTLING STATISTICS 


Mr. Hoover said that the crime rate in general has 
gone up from less than 12 per 1,000 population in 
1950 to more than 15 per 1,000 at the present time. 
And the greatest increase, he said, has been among 
juveniles. Last year went down in FBI annals as the 
worse yet for juvenile crime. He gave these figures: 

A total of 234,474 children under eighteen were 
arrested in 1956. They were charged with crimes 
ranging from murder to petty larceny. 

Of this number only a little more than ten per cent 
(25,444) were charged with disorderly conduct. The 
other ninety per cent were arrested on more serious 
charges. 

More than 3,000 of these youths were charged with 
homicide, rape, or assault with a deadly weapon. 

Most startling of all, more than forty per cent of all 
juveniles who came-into contact with police last year 
had not yet reached their fifteenth birthday! 


BLAMES PARENTS FOR DELINQUENCY 


“After reviewing the thousands of case histories 
which have poured into the FBI,” says Mr. Hoover, 
“I am firmly convinced that there are two factors in 
our outlook which, if not checked, will plunge us 
headlong into national decadence. 

“The first is the failure of the home itself as the 
first classroom; and the second, our national indif- 
ference toward evil influences in our life which are 
beyond the immediate control of parents. 

“Criminals are not born. They are the products of 
neglect, the victims of indifference, the results of an 
age which has tossed morality in the junk yard. Moral 
chaos and crime run hand in hand as they eagerly 
attempt to destroy peace, order, and happiness. 

“Unfortunately, there are many homes where par- 
ents are untrained in their obligations to their off- 
spring; where unguarded talk is as regular as three 
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meals a day; where disrespect for authority and 
criticism of officials are common occurrences; where 
childish independence is encouraged and refractory 
conduct is condoned; where breaches of discipline 
and antisocial whims are overlooked; and where God 
and religion are considered too old-fashioned for this 
materialistic age.” 


PLEADS FOR A RETURN TO GOD 


The FBI Director says that the key to the problem of 
delinquent children—to life itself, is God. He pleads 
for a rebirth of the religious life, saying: 

“Our nation is sadly in need of a rebirth of the 
simple life—a return to the days when God was a part 
of each household; when families arose in the morn- 
ing with a prayer on their lips, and ended the day by 
gathering together to place themselves in His care. 

“If there is hope for the future of America; if there 
is to be peace and happiness in our homes—then we 
as a nation must return to God and to the practice of 
daily family prayer. 

“Our generation, it seems, has allowed old, faithful 
religious practices to slip into oblivion. As a result, 
family life has been weakened. The nation has suf- 
fered and many of its children have become like the 
man whose house is built upon sand; it is an inviting 
ground for moral decay and crime. 

“My hope for the future of this nation is predicated 
upon the faith in God which is nurtured in the family. 
... The greatest thing we, as individuals, can do for 
ourselves and for our country, will be to keep our 
families together in peace and happiness. There is no 
better way of doing this than by establishing the 
daily practice of family prayer in our homes; because 
families that pray together, stay together.” 


ASKS FOR CO-OPERATION OF ALL 


As Mr. Hoover sees it, the entire community has a 
responsibility toward the training of boys and girls. 
They need adequate housing, better schools, more 
leisure-time activities under proper supervision. They 
deserve to be protected against salacious literature. 
They should be spared from stories which glorify 
crime and which make mockery of democratic living. 
They need to be taught respect for law and order. 
Above all, they need religious teaching. “A child who 
has been taught to respect the laws of God will have 
little difficulty respecting the laws of man,” he says. 

In his opinion, it is a mistake to let a child get by 
with any misbehavior and vandalism. Those who real-

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Pomona Story 


POMONA, N. C.—Organized in 
September, 1951, the Pomona 
Church of God has had an amaz- 
ing growth. Brother Robert Hart 
was assigned to the small member- 
ship of approximately 35 active 
members in April, 1953. Worship- 
ing in a small unfinished block 
building with an attendance of 
around 50 to 69 in Sunday School, 
the young church seemed to have 
reached its top development. 

In February, 1955, Brother Hart 
and the faithful membership pur- 
chased the beautiful parsonage 
shown here. An adjoining lot was 
the site for the future church 
building. The very modern parson- 
age has five rooms and bath, with 
a full-sized basement and garage. 
Completely furnished with blond 
furniture, the total value is $15,000. 

This fifty-thousand-dollar edi- 
fice of modified colonial architec- 
ture has 7 Sunday School rooms, 2 
rest rooms and a furnace room in 
the basement. Entering the vesti- 
bule of the church, the pastor’s 
study is located on the left with 
a staircase to the basement on the 
right. Leaving the vestibule you im- 
mediately enter into the worshipful 
surroundings of art glass windows, 
beige-tiled floors and recessed 
lighting. Looking toward the ros- 


trum you see a beautiful pulpit 
made by a member of the congre- 
gation, An electric Conn organ 
organ and a grand piano are fur- 
nished by the Y.P.E. to complete 
the equipment of this lovely church. 

With a church membership of 95 
and a Sunday School of around 
130 to 140 scholars and a small bal- 
ance of $23,000 owed on church and 
parsonage, Brother and Sister Hart 
and the fine people of the Pomona 
Church of God can say it was the 
cooperation of persons such as 
Bernard King and David Dollinger 
who donated all their labor and the 
great hand of God that brought 
about this amazing accomplish- 
ment. The long hours of planning 
and arranging for materials, dig- 
ging for the foundation, laying the 
tile, putting on the roof and rais- 
ing of funds, was done with a lov- 
ing spirit by Brother Robert Hart, 
with Sister Hart assisting. The total 
church property value is $65,000, at 
a cost of only $26,600. Our sincere 
thanks to all concerned and above 
all, to our great God—dHarold F. 
Douglas, District Overseer, Greens- 
boro District.

THE TEACHING IS NOT changed. The 
Church of God does not issue credentials that declare 
some to be deacons, but a man is definitely a deacon 
when he does the work of a deacon. No credentials 
are necessary for this. Similarly, a man is a pastor 
when he does the work of a pastor; an evangelist, 
when he does the work of an evangelist; a presbyter 
when he does the work of a presbyter; a bishop, when 
he does the work of a bishop. The work or the position 
makes a man what he is, not papers that declare him 
to be so. I have no credentials from the Church that 
proclaim me to be an editor, but I am an editor be- 
cause that is the work I do. We have many men doing 
the work of deacons, and they are deacons. 


According to our belief, those persons who are only 
saved and sanctified have not the Holy Spirit dwelling 
within. In the light of this please explain Romans 8:9.

THE PERSON OF THE Holy Spirit should 
not be confused with the baptism in or with the Holy 
Ghost, which is an anointing or enduement of power 
He bestows upon those who will receive it. The Holy 
Spirit is the third person of the triune God and His 
baptism is an experience. But the baptism of the Holy 
er yoo neither begins nor ends His work in the heart 
of man. 

We must never ignore His work in our salvation, 
which begins with our conviction (John 16:7-11). 
When we are born again we are “born of the Spirit” 
according to the words of Christ to Nicodemus in John 
3:5-7. The Spirit dwells within us even in our salva- 
tion, else we are none of His. Romans 8:9, “But ye are 
not in the flesh, but in the Spirit, if so be that the 
Spirit of God dwell in you. Now if any man have not 
the Spirit of Christ, he is none of his.” 

Sanctification in our lives is definitely wrought by 
the Holy Spirit (Romans 15:16), so His pre-baptism 
work must not be minimized by us.

ly love the erring child will arrange to readjust or 
punish the child in some way, to save it from more 
serious trouble. 

“The causes of crime are many and varied,” he says. 
“Crime usually plants its seeds in the mind of a 
child during the early, formative years. It comes 
when there is a lack of something—lack of proper 
parental guidance, lack of wholesome companions, 
lack of discipline, lack of respect toward parents and 
constituted authorities, lack of emotional stability. 

“The value of the church in filling many of these 
needs is obvious. While serving as Director of the FBI 
I have been profoundly impressed with the fact that 
the ‘church-going people’ are the most substantial 
group of citizens in the nation. Church attendance 
and crime appear to be like oil and water—they do 
not mix. The challenge facing us, therefore, is to 
gather more boys and girls into the churches and 
Sunday Schools. 

“Tf America is to remain a Christian nation, de- 
voted to the fundamental ideals of the Beatitudes, the 
Ten Commandments, and the Golden Rule, then more 
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adults must assume the responsibility of preparing 
young Americans for virile, dynamic Christian living.”

You may think you have become mature, or poised, 
or established, or that you have found peace and 
calm and faith.

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THE THUNDERING SCOT: A POR- 
TRAIT OF JOHN KNOX, by Geddes 
MacGregor, 240 pages, clothbound, 
Westminster, $3.95. 

A definitive, full-scale biography of 
John Knox is long overdue in America. 
This one is a treasure, for it presents 
the great Scottish reformer in all his 
human, tempestuous, yet spiritual pow- 
ers. Here is a man who dared speak 
against the evils of his day, whether 
found in lowly peasant or on the throne 
in the person of the illustrious but ill- 
fated Mary, Queen of Scots. Knox was 
a giant in his day, whose stormy life 
carried him through Scotland, England 
and the European mainland. 

Dr. MacGregor has written with the 
bold, colorful strokes of an artist. His 
panorama of the Scottish Reformation 
period is dramatically and scholarly cat 
sented. A welcome biography of a 
worthy subject admirably written. 


BIBLICAL ARCHAEOLOGY, by G. 
Earnest Wright, 288 pages, clothbound, 
profusely illustrated, Westminster, 
$15.00. 

For sheer reading pleasure and aes- 
thetic delight, this is one of the most 
remarkable books to come from the 
Christian press in the past several years. 
It is masterly and memorable, a treas- 
ure of scholarship and adventure. 

The author brings into focus the 
varicolored expanse of Biblical archae- 
ology, albeit with regrettable reservations 
concerning Biblical history. He skillfully 
leads the reader through the excitement 
of archaeological discovery, after first 
setting the stage with background 
material on archaeology. Under the spell 
of the probing spade which uncovers the 
ruins of Biblical life and ways, it 
seems that cities rise again and the 
heroes of God again walk upon the 
earth. The panorama is awe-inspiring 
and the scholarship with which it is 
presented is overwhelming. 

The text is highly readable, farther 
enhanced by 220 ye Ey drawings 
outlines and sketches. This is topped off 
by half-tone maps apparently from those 
in color in the Westminster Bible Atlas, 
and five indices that pinpoint any part 
of the text.
